Fed on the rich pulp of matri- 


monial and economical dissatis- 
factions, the 
disinclination is 


growing to menacing propor- 
tions, declare those who have in- 
vestigated. 
As no hope is seen 


for an immediate reme'dy of this; 
condition, the interested ones 
are now concerned in a virile 
movement to place about the 
baby crop a hedge which will 
prove an added check to infant 
mortality. For, say .they, if in- 
fant mortality is not checked 
and the general health of those 
of .the coming generations ele- 
vated, the fathers and mothers 
of this age' will be sadly repre- 
sented in the immediate future. 


ALARM IN FIGURES. 


There is cause for alarm in 


the figures which George D. 
Leslie, statistician for the State 
Board of Health, has just com- 
piled. His statistics are taken 
from the cities of Oakland, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, and 
display the alarming fact that 
more than forty per cent of the 
children of these communities 
r.re the first bom of their moth- 
ers. 


Leslie's figures are more than 


amply borne out by the records 
of the Oakland Board of Health, 
which show that close to fifty 
per cent of the stork burdens 
who came here during the month 
of January of this year were 
first-born children. Here are 
the actual figures: 


There were 274 births during 


the month. Of this number, 93 
r 


\vere first-born to the mother; 


, 62 second-bom and 48 third- 


born. The fourth-born totaled: 
16, fifth-born 9, sixth-born 5, 
seventh-born 9, eighth-born 2, 
tenth, eleventh and thirteenth- 
horn, 1 each. 
SEVENTH-HORN IS RARE. 


Here is what Leslie says of 


tliis investigation:

1915. •! found that 40.2 per cent 
of all the babies were the first- 
born to the mother; 24.8 per 
cent were the second-born, /and 
12.9 per cent were the third- 
born. The seventh-born was rep 
resented by 1.7 per cent. In 
other words, 22.1 percent of the 
women of the three largest'cit- 
ies in "the State represent all 
that have more than three chil- 
dren. Of all the women in these 
three cities,-almost. 80 per cent 
have borne but three children." 


Now,.on the Other-hand, con- 


sider the' infant mortality sta- 
tistics for Oakland. :Qf the 3017/ 
children born to Oakland women 
in 1915, 223 under one year died.; 
This is a percentage of more.- 
than 13. More than 14 per cent 
per "1000 of estimated" .papula-, 
tioii.died during .the year, under 
five- years old. The birth per- 
centage, for ,.the. year, based on 
each 1000 of population, was 
16.48, while the death percent- 
age, figured similarly, was 11.91. 
This is too close, the interested- 
ones say.

Buried In the dust of the past cen- 


tury we -find no record of how Ann 
Ruthledge consented to the ' ardent 
courtship of ;Abraham Lincoln. 
We 


hear a distant echo that she could not 
break her vow "with the one who to 
all appearance was becoming untrue. 
However, the passing of time, which 
somewhat healed the wound, told her 
that it was useless to wait, and on 
:ho wings of Love came the rumor of 
her engagement to Lincoln. He was 
scarcely known, outside the boundary 
of his county, but within these lines 
his popularity was Immense. Borne 
on the breath of gossip handed down 
to us by descendants of those who 
witnessed 
the 
Lincoln-Ruthledgo 


courtship, we.learn that Lincoln was 
wild with love for the girl. 
She 


earned . to respond In her wlnsomo 
way, and the marriage day, a .shore 
time 'away, became the subject or 
much favorable comment among their 
friends. 


Fate was again cruel to Ann Ruth- 


edge. It waved its; unseen wand over 
lor young life and left her burning 
with fever on her death-bed. We 
<now that her parched lips called 
"Lincoln's . name, and 
after coming 


many miles to reach her, In rain that 
drenched his clothing, he was brought 
:o her sido and the door closed he- 
lind him. What words passed be- 
tween them In that chamber of death 
:he world has never learned, but 
Abraham Lincoln was seen stagger- 
ng from within with a face that was 
•hastly with grief and suffering.

mained galm and uneventful and few 
knew of the affair that was later to 
rank her In history sis a beloved 
American heroine. - She lived to see 
Lincoln rise to the presidency, and 
honored him accordingly. 


Mary • Owen Vineyard was 
reluc- 


tantly drawn in the limelight of the 
nation after Lincoln's''assassination. 
Historians, seeking to recall all the 
love afairs of his. youth, flocked to 
her homo and persistenly dragged 
from her the details of the romance.

HIS VIEWS ON PUBLIC WORKS 


EXPERT advice was not ignored when the national cap- 


H 
itol was built. Washington was president, and Thomas , 
Jefferson was ambassador to France when the plans 


were drawn. • The following letter written from Paris by 
Jefferson-in 1785 is, therefore, illuminating: 


PARIS, September 20, 17S5. 
. . . I received this summer 


a letter from Messrs. Buchanan 
and Hay, as directors of the public 
buildings, desiring- that I would 
have drawn for thorn plans of sun- 
dry public buildings, and, in the 
first 
place, of a capitol. 
They 


fixed, for their receiving this plan, 
a day which was within about six 
weeks of that on which their let- 
ter came to my hand. 


I engaged an architect of capital 


abilities 1n this -business. 
Much 


time was requisite, after the ex- 
ternal form was agreed on, to 
make the intorn&l-'dlstribution con- 
venient for the three branches of 
government. This time was much 
lengthened by my avocations to 
other objects, which I had no right 
to neglect. 


The plan, however,, was settled. 
The, gentlemen had sent me tho 
one which they had thouKht of. 
The one agreed oh here, is more 
convenient, more beautiful, gives 
mere room, and will not cost more 
than two-thirds what that would. 


Wo took for our model what is 


called the Malson quaree of Nis- 
ines. one of tho most beautiful, if 
not the most beautiful and pre- 
cious morsel of architecture 
left

Auer tells of 
his experiences In a nonchalant manner 
but nevertheless so graphically that even 
the man who knows little of the wilds 
gains a full measure of appreciation of 
the fact that big gamo hunting In the 
far north is far from being a pastime for 
a weakling. 


It was in August of a year or ao ago 


that Auer nnd several companions left a 
E team ship -at SkagTvay, Alaska, and after 
a short ride by rail and then by buck- 
board, started by pack train Into the 
highest reaches of the eastern portion of 
the St. Ellas range mountains. 
They 


nought mountain sheep, goatg, moose and 


'%<-nribou; and they found what they had 
• night, although H meant wading Icy 
^trcams, sleeping many a night In a snow 
bank, with scarce wood enough to heat 
water to boll tea. 


Than the mountain goat there Is no 


animal more difficult to hunt. It Is hard 


enough when the quarry is to be slain by 
rifle bullets; when the camera Is 
the 


weapon of the hunter the task becomes 
Imineasiirftably more difficult. 
Neverthe- 


less, Auer succeeded In getting several 
pictures of tho mountain goat In the 
harshest habitat of that little known ani- 
mal. The experiences of the month and 
three -weeks that Auer passed In the Yu- 
kon are set down in diary form, virtually 
as they were written by eampflres after 
the day's work. No man who finds leis- 
ure In the wilds is oblivious to the ap- 
peal of nature's beauties nnd Auer finds 
time to Interlard his hunting experiences 
with vivid references to the wild gran- 
deur of the region. 


The book will be of great Interest and 


considerable value to the. hunter, as there 
Is a.complete description of the outfil 
needed, for the greatest degree of com- 
fort In a land where It always Is either 
snowing or raining.

The troops Involved In the mutiny were 


from the training camps at Cnsuia .and 
IJvfrpool. near this city. 
The trouble 


was due primarily to nn order from the 
Inspcctor-sentM-al of the Commonwealth 
forces. Mnjor-Oeneral j. \\\ MrCay. in- 
creasing the nurnhf-r of hours of wt-ekly 
drill from thirty-fix to forty and e half. 
This order was Issued from hr;,ilQnartf>rs 
at Melbourne, and -was immediately re- 
ceived with poor grace by the recruits at 
the two blp training camp?. The order 
•was to KO into effect on the morning of 
February 14. On thai morning 5000 men 
marched out of the Casuln camp, which 
Is about twenty-five miles from Sydney, 
on what they called a "striire." 
H Is 


assumed that the military guard at the 
cnmp was not ?rro:if; epough to offer re- 
Flstance. la any case the Casula men 
marched to the nearby Liverpool camp 
and Indureri about 10.000 men to join in 
the "strike." 
Although a considerable 


number of recruit.s at botli camps refused 
to Join tn the mutinous proceedings, tha 
leaders of the "strike" were followed by 
a biff majority of all the recruits. 


The first trouble occurred in tha town 


of Liverpool where, before noon, la r£e 
bodies 
of 
soldiers had .wrecked 
two 


saloons, drunk much liquor, and taken 
practical possession of the place. 
The 


trains from Liverpool to Sydney were 
seized by the soldiers, and they swarmed 
Into Sydney during- the rest of the day. 
The men at first contented themselves 
•with parading in military formation, but 
later they befjan to "rueh" trolley cars, 
commit petty looting, and- frightening 
•women and children. By evening the sit- 
uation had becqmo serious for the major- 
ity of the men had" become Intoxicated. 
The city police were called out to their 
maximum strength 
in both 
foot 
and 


mounted men and attempted to enforce a 
special order for the closing of saloons. 
The police were -jnabln to cope with this 
situation, however, and armed regulars 
were brought from the Casula and Liver- 
pool camps. 


Tn the earls* evening the rioters stormed 


the German club. Although that institu- 
tion was closed by the authorities some 
time ago, the men wantonly stoned it. and 
broke into many other buildings. A large 
number of arrests were made. Finally a 
party of "strikers" attacked a number of 
Bolriier-pickets stationed at the Central 
Railway station. The rioters were first to 
fire, using their revolvers, and the pickets 
returned with rlfle.B. As a result of this 
clash a cavalryman from Queensland was 
killed and eight other recruits seriously 
wounded. 


During- the nlRht the regular soldiers 


succeeded in getting the recniits back to 
their respective camps, having arrested 
the ringleaders.

24 per rent of the workmen were called 
tu the colors.

Thrown out of employment by the closing 
of the ostahlishments, leaving only Z4 
per cent continuing- to earn their wage-t. 
In about 50.000 establishments Inspected, 
j.7U»,fin0 workmen were employed in time 
of peace. The figures fell to one-third of 
that number in August, 1915, then ln- 
rreased progressively to 
1,300.000 
In 


.laiiuary of this year, which is 77 per cent 
of the normal- Taking into account ihe 
14 per cent mobilized, there are actually 
nou- in French industries 1 per cent more 
of workmen than before the war. 


These figures would seem incompatible 


with the fact that many industries are 
EtiJl closed, but it Is explained that, 
though builuing Industries and a few 
others have less work since the war be- 
gan, other industries have more. 


It cost the government 3,7S-*,000 franca 
to support idle workmen in Paris alone 
during the second half of January. 1915. 
In the second half of January. 1916, this 
allowance had fallen to 2,524,000 franca. 
In ,*ome other cities the number of peo- 
pie out of employment has been reduced 
to 10 per cent.

"It 
was not meant as a criticism either of 
the building department or the city coun- 
cil.

"I do not think that these half dozen 


violations constitute a serloua condition, 
or a serious criticism. Hut they should 
bft considered as a warning and not as 
a precedent,

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ROLPH BEING GKOOMED FOR 


GOVERNORSHIP AFTER JOHNSON 


CONCESSION RECEIPTS LISTED 
STELLA BEAT TRAINED HORSE 


AN FRANCISCO, March 25.— 
The Dooming of Mayor Rolph 
as a candidate for the gover- 
norship two years hence has 
definitely begun; The grooms 
comprise the Matt Sullivan 
coterie, and the effort is not 
tentative. It is the true busi- 
ness. It is to receive the sup- 
port of the Governor's ma- 
chine. In certain contingen- 
ies the mayor is to fall heir 


to this .extensive machinery." There is a story ex- • 
tant to the effect that the Governor is to appoint 
the Mayor to the Lieutenanl-Governorship. It is be- 
lieved to have been started by friends of the Mayor, 
but it is a false scent. Nobody expects such a thing 
to come to pass, and nobody desires it. But it ap- 
pears to have been thought that such a story might 
turn the public mind in the direction of the Mayor's 
candidacy for the Governorship. The Mayor, of 
course, intends to be the Republican candidate. Two 
years hence it is not expected that there will be any 
political sideshows. The Mayor has all along been 
accepted as a nominal Republican. But he has estab- 
lished no claims as a definite Republican. In the sev- 
eral State elections of the last four years he has 
given comfort to the Governor. In the last general 
election there is small doubt of a compact between 
them. In the Senatorial election two years ago he, 
is understood to have thrown his support to the' 
Democratic candidate. So, as leading Republicans 
view it, he will have to justify himself on other 
grounds than party loyalty for his appearance as the 
Republican standard-bearer two years hence. In his 
ambition to graduate from the executive office of 
California's chief city to the executive office of the 
State, as the candidate of the Republican party, he 
will undoubtedly have the support of the forces that 
tried for five years to disrupt that party; but what 
he will need, if present indications are good, is the 
support of Republicans. 
The Governor's Plan 


The Governor of California is definitely out for 


the nomination of Vice-President on the Republican 
ticket. That is well understood in political circles 
of all shades in this city. Ostensibly he heads the' 
Progressive party of California. Covertly he heads 
the faction that is endeavoring, under the cloak of 
the Earl hydro-electric ticket, to get control of. the 
Republican party. The Republican and Progressive 
conventions meet in Chicago coincidentally. Except- 
ing in California the Progressive movement lias col- 
lapsed. But it has been noticed that Progressive 
journals of the stripe of the Fresno Republican have 
persistently hinted that unless Republicans "make 
concessions" they need not expect the Progressive 
vote for the Republican candidate. The great con- 
cession that is to be demanded is the nomination of 
Hiram Johnson as the' Vice-Presidential candidate. 
It is hoped that the Republican_ convention may be' 
so impressed with the desirability of "perfect" har- 
mony that it will concede this point. The hope is 
strengthened by the undoubted fact that the Vice- 
Presidency is generally a sort of football—that it is 
not accounted as ,of much importance in the great 
game. While the Vice-Presidency is a fine genteel 
mausoleum as a general-thing, it would be a mag- 
nificent pedestal for Governor Johnson, and its 
achievement would be an acute justification for the 
Progressive movement. Here in California the cards 
have been carefully stacked. The success of the . 
Earl movement is one of the first and prime essen- 
tials. There will thus be injected into the Repub- 
lican convention a small element that will exert 
some color, and serve to give hospitality to the idea. 
To win the Earl light the mayoralty forces pre duly 
enlisted, and some parties whose political tint has 
heretofore been hazy are to claim definite Repub-" 
lican status. 
Tarpey Has Had Enough 


M. F. Tarpey may justly be termed, the giant oak 


of Democracy in California. The memory of those 
now active upon the political scene doesn't run to 
the time when he did not figure in its affairs, and 
figure prominently. 
He has represented his party 


at all national conventions for at least thirty years, 
and he has not represented it perfunctorily, but has 
made himself felt in its councils and gained recog- 
nition as a national figure. 
In the prosperous 


periods for his party, during the Cleveland ad- 
ministrations, for instance, he was no more stead- 
fast than in the lean years, when his party hadn't a 
look-in nationally, and something less at home. Dur- 
ing his long devotion to Democracy, when his keen 
activity saved many situations for it and his influ- 
ence extended beyond its confines, he could have 
commanded favors that would have been advantage- 
ous personally; but the only use he made of what 
might be termed his political capital was to favor 
his friends. It became a common saying, when any- 
body wanted an office, or to achieve a political end 


• having a Democratic slant, to "see Tarpey." He 
was a delegate to the Baltimore convention. Aa is 
well remembered, California sent a delegation very 
much .in favor of the Hon. Champ Clark. Tarpey 
was one of the live wires of that delegation. He was 
strictly representative of the great bulk of Califor- 
nia Democrats. The history of the occasion tells 
how it came out. And more recent and unwritten 
history would relate how all the members of that 
delegation have been discriminated against by the 
administration and those who have been entrusted 
by it with party direction in this State. So it comes 
naturally about that Tarpey has developed some- 
thing that never seemed possible when the contest 
was with the party opponent and squarely in front 
—a grouch. He expressed himself rather freely and 
unequivocally to a friend quite recently to the effect 
that he had had enough. He had devoted much of 
his time to political affairs; had come into the 
breach financially on more than one occasion; had 
not sought personal profit or advantage at any time; 
being an extensive orchardist his interests riaturally 
ran counter to the policies of his party; the Demo- 
cratic party, hopelessly in the minority in Califor- 
nia, pursues the policy of ignoring, affronting or 
combatting those who have been loyal to it and are 


the ones that might now assist it. He, has had 
enough. He is through. Henceforth he is going his 
own way. 
Had No Enemies 


A story is told by a lady recently returned from 


Arizona about Huerta, deposed president of Mexico 
who died recently, that pretty well illustrates his 
sinister nature. Huerta had been ill for some months 
and his recovery was not looked for. His wife was 
a devout churchwoman, but the ex-president had 
grown lukewarm in spiritual affairs. His wife, re- 
alizing the inevitable, wanted a priest summoned. 
Huerta held out against it for a long time, but final- 
ly yielded to the importunities. The priest came. 
He consoled and assured the sick man in the usual 
way. He besought him to give his mind to serious 
things—to a consideration of his transgressions and 
to forgiving his enemies. This latter aroused the 
old warrior to interest. "My enemies!" he repeated; 
"my enemies! I haven't any except Villa. I killed 
all the others!" 
The New Normal School 
. Will the California building at the exposition 
grounds be transformed into a normal school for 
the State? That is a question often asked and which 
has not yet been publicly answered beyond cavil. 
Professor Frederic Burk, head of the school, says it 
will be. But th^ere are many legal processes to be 
gone through before the end is achieved. The last 
legislature cleared the way to a considerable extent, 
in passing acts enabling the State Normal-School 
trustees to do all the things necessary on their part, 
and which they had not the authority before to do. 
The exposition commission, besides transferring the 
building to" the State, has apportioned the sum of 
$200,000 from the exposition profits as-the State's 
share, to be used in connection with this project. 
There was a string to this sum, the condition being 
the basis on which the sum was turned over; but 
President Moore has within two weeks issued a no- 
tice withdrawing conditions, and the money will be 
turned over without conditions, all matters in con- 
troversy to be decided afterward by agreement or 
arbitration. So the trustees of the normal school 
have the building and a sum of $200,000 to start with. 
The site of the building, together with its ornamental 
grounds, embrace 3 6-10 acres owned by four private 
parties, and 1 1-10 acres owned by the commission, 
and about as much more land in streets which it is 
proposed to close. These streets are Lyon, Broderick 
and Baker, running north and south, and Lewis, cut- 
ting them at right angles. It is estimated that tha 
land of the four private owners will cost $75,000, 
putting a price upon it for which land adjacent has 
been sold. Professor Burk says there will have to 
be reconstruction of an estimated cost of $150,000, 
and remodeling of an estimated cost of $50,000. He 
says the building will not need such general remod- 
eling as is generally supposed. With very little al- 
teration, he says, the school could move right in. 
But new foundations 'will have.tp be put in, and the 
•exterior recoated with a durable' material. 
Particulars Concerning the Normal 


The State Normal School is now located at Bu- 


chanari and Waller streets. It was established there 
seventeen years ago. The State owns the premises,' 
which are 275x275 in area, covered by a conglomer- 
ate mass'of wooden buildings. It has a class of 550) 
students, and 750 training pupils. In the latter re- 
spect it is like a common school. The pupils are taught 
by the students under the direction of a corps of 30 
experienced instructors. The school has so outgrown 
the accommodations that some move will in the not 
distant future be necessary. There is no ground 
room for further expansion. The real estate of the 
present premises cost $110,000, and there have been 
expended in improvements and repairs the sum of 
$160,000, making a total of $270,000. Something 
more than the price paid for the land seventeen 
years ago ought to be realized from it now, but the 
buildings will not be likely to return a large amount 
on the investment in them. With ten acres or more 
on the bay shore the school will have room to ex- 
pand to the utmost. Professor Burk is a believer in' 
individual instruction as against the class system, 
which he denominates "lockstitch" schooling. In 
furtherance of his ideas he has issued a monograph 
which he whimsically gives the form of a legal doc- 
ument and entitles "In re, Everychild, a Minor vs. 
Lockstep Schooling: A suit in equity." This mon- 
ograph contains data of two years' experience and' 
observation in the operation of a 'system of indi- 
vidual instruction. This epigrammatic statement is 
to be found on the title page: "There are no misfit 
children. There are misfit schools, misfit tests and 
studies, misfit dogmas and traditions of pedants 
and pedantry. There are misfit homes, misfit oc- 
cupations and diversions. In fact, there are all 
kinds and conditions of misfit clothing for children 
but—in the nature of things, there can be no misfit 
children."' 
New Southern Pacific Building 


President Sproule of the Southern Pacific Com- 


pany permits The Knave to give some particulars 
regarding the new building to be erected on the 
company's site at Market, Fremont and Spear 
streets. Plans are preparing, but no other definite 
steps have been taken. The company has decided 
to build, though it will not undertake it till times 
are propitious. If the cost of building is not satis- 
factory when the plans are completed, operations 
will await such time as it gets back to the normal. 
It requires 200,000 square feet of floor space to ac- 
commodate the demands of the main office. The 
building will be of ten stories. 
The ground story 


will be rented for mercantile purposes and for of- 
fices, but the remaining iyne will be devoted to the 
business of the company. The frontage of the site 
on Market street is 275 feet. The building will ex- 
tend on each of the Spear and Steuart streets fronts 
209 feet. It will be in the form of a letter E, tha 
longer projections facing on the side streets, and the 
shorter central wing being midway between. The 
central wing will accommodate the elevators. It is 
estimated that it will require a year and a half to 
complete the building after actual operations are 
begun, so that the prospect is that it will be at least 
two years before it is ready for occupancy. The 
building will be substantial rather than showy, but 
great study is given to secure, a structure that will 


be the last word in accommodating such a vast army 
of employes as is required to keep straight the af- 
fairs of this company. It has been generally under- 
stood that the company owns this entire block, 
bounded by Market, Mission, Steuart and Spear, but 
such is not the case. Its real estate extends but a. 
little beyond the confines of the proposed building, 
probably far enough to provide a private street for 
the company's use. The building formerly owned 
by Chris Buckley, at the Spear and Market corner, 
was vacated some time ago, as were all the build- 
ings except that at the corner of Market and Steu- 
art. which is still occupied by a saloon, and ^he one 
adjoining, in which is located a drug store. 
Buncombe Resolutions 
. Supervisor Deasy has introduced a resolution re- 
quiring all employes .of the city to be naturalized 
citizens. The supervisor probably knew that such 
an ordinance would not hold water, but in in.troduc- 
ing it he was able to pose as the friend of natural- 
ized labor, which votes, and didn't hurt himself by 
the discrimination proposed against unnaturalized 
labor,'which doesn't vote; and besides, he put City 
Attorney Long in some sort of a hole by having to 
report against this sort of discrimnation. The city 
attorney came through with the opinion, to the ef- 
fect that the charter of the city gave the board no 
authority to enact such an; ordinance. City Engi- 
neer O'Shaughnessy had some such a matter put up 
to him in the hiring of men on the Hetch Hetchy 
project. A resolution was introduced some time ago 
providing that all men' employed on that work be 
San Franciscans. This was not only unlawful, but 
impracticable; but it served the purpose of enabling 
the supervisor who introduced it to pose as the acute 
friend of the laboring man. 
BanK of Italy Gets Another Expert 


In banking circles there has been quite an inter- 


est taken in the competition for the services of Au- 
ditor Durkee, late of the exposition commission. Not 
only banks in San Francisco, but some in the east, 
' and great manufacturing concerns, were on his 


trail. The Chalmers people are represented to have 
offered him $10,000 a year. The Fleishhackers want- 
ed him. But the Bank of Italy got him. This is the 
institution that has come up with such giant strides, 
and is frankly out for the best men to carry on its 
business. When, a man makes his mark he attracts 
the attention of the concern. Two years ago it took 
"Jack" Skinner from the First National and made 
him vice-president. Durkee has been made assistant 
to the president. It is not made public what salary 
he gets, but it is probably a pretty comfortable one, 
though probably not as large as the reputed Chal- 
mers offer.

Masonic Club Opens April 1 


The Masonic Club of San Francisco, incorporated 


February 17, is announced to formally open its club- 
rooms April 1. It promises to be an event of extra- 
. ordinary interest to members of the order. The plan 
of the club is of a comprehensive character. Mem- 
bership is divided into three classes: Residents' 
fee, $10, dues $2 per month; associate members re- 
siding within 100 miles of San Francisco, fees $5 
and dues $5 per year; associate members outside 
the 100-mile limit, fees $5 and dues $3 per year. The 
substantial nature of the project is indicated by 
those who sponsor it 
The board of directors con- 


sists of William P. Filmer, Francis V. Keesling, 
John Whicher, William H. Crocker, Douglas B. 
Crane, Rod G. Guyett, John L. McNab, Thomas I. 
Janes, Leslie B. McMurtry, Purcell Rowe, Jesse 
Whited, Benjamin Kraus, Andrew L. Johnston, Eu- 
gene S. Elkus and Louis Muller. All are prominent 
in the orjder. Filmer is a, Past Grand Master, Kees- 
ling is Deputy Grand Master, Crocker is president of 
the Masonic Temple Association; none ranks below 
master. The plans include library, reading rooms, 
dining rooms, billiard parlor, lecture room and other 
features to be found in regular gentlemen's cluD 
organizations. It is designed to make it a haven for 
Masons, "whithersoever dispersed about the globe.'' 
A good deal of time and attention was devoted by. 
those having the project in hand to the matter of 
club rooms. The choice finally centered on the 
Palace Hotel, where arrangements were made for 
"large, commodious and luxuriously-appointed quar- 
ters." In the foreword it is stated that the aim is 
to secure a thousand members before formally open- 
ing the club. It is expected that each member will 
be.a conscientious member of the craft, who is not 
only a Mason in name, but in heart. There is no 
limit to membership, and it is opined that it should 
reach at least ten thousand "and become a beacon 
light in the histoiy of Free Masonry, a club in which 
the objectionable features of club life as it is gen- 
erally known are eliminated, and one in which a 
membership is an index of character and reputa- 
tion." 
J. B. Hag'gin's Great Estate 


The estate of the late J. B. Haggin has been ap- 


praised at $20,558,034. Mr. Haggin died at New- 
port in September, 1915. It is interesting to find that 
a man so enormously rich was in debt; he owed three 
millions. In his holdings are many very valuable 
pieces of realty in New York City, mostly located on 
Broadway. His residence on Fifth avenue is re- 
turned at $445,000. He owned bonds of a mine in 
Peru to the extent of $600,000, and stock to the 
value of $2,000,000 in the same property. He owned 
stock of the value of $3,750,000 in the Kern County 
Land Company; stock in the Homestake mine of the 
value of $4,400,000, and stock and bonds in Califor- 
nia and Kentucky corporations of minor valuations. 
He owned stock to the amount of $100,000 in the 
Metropolitan Opera and Real Estate Company. Tha 
figures given on the holdings which sum up the ex- 
tent of the estate are to be revised by the tax ap- 
praiser in a hearing in which testimony will be of- 
fered if anybody interested has any to offer, or if 
the authorities are able to show that the appraise- 
ment is too low. The list of paintings and objects 
of art and their estimated value will be filed later, 
as will also the returns from the sale of the horses, 
racing stable and other equipment, which was the 


finest in the world. Mr. Haggin's will divided his 
estate into five equal parts. One part each goes to 
Mrs. Voorheis Haggin. the widow of the deceased; 
one to Louis T. Haggin, tha only living son; one to 
Mrs. Edith H. Lounsberry, a daughter; one to Mrs. 
Mabel McAffee Preston, a granddaughter, and one 
in trust, the income to be paid to Mrs. Lee W. Hag- 
gin, widow of a deceased son, James Ben Ali Hag- 
gin. In the disposition of his estate the millionaire 
seems to have been entirely impartial. 
How the Concessions Fared 


The expert's'report on the concession feature of 


the exposition is a highly interesting document. The 
number of concessions granted was 519. About 70 
of these were cancelled, some were merged and some 
others quit after trying it awhile. Concessions were 
granted on three plans—percentage, bonus and flat 
rate. . Sometimes they paid both bonus and percent- 
age. 
The gross receipts' of concessionaires with 


which,the exposition management had to do were 
$7,497,022.45, on which the exposition share was 
$1,830,331.67. 
No plan seems to have been followed 


in either the percentage or bonus rates. The subma- 
rines, for instance, which, •were a dismal failure, was 
in on a bonus of $10,000 and a percentage of 20, 
while the Fadgl railroad got off with a bonus of $200, 
though required to fork over 25 per cent of its re- 
ceipts. The railway took in $375,592.63, while the 
submarines closed up. The Young Women's Christ- 
ian Association restaurant, on a 10 per cent basis, 
took in $342,433.96, which must have surprised 
somebody's calculation. Panama Canal took in $338,- 
218.35. 
Old Nuremberg $353,757.44, Inside Inn 


$676,068.68, Yellowstone Park $385,727.58, Creation 
$121,260.30, Merry-Go-Round $55.949.16, fnfant In- 
cubator $72,830.30, Grand Canyon $89,299.90 and 
Young's Restaurant $168,500. Gum -was required 
to pay 55 per cent. The educated horse brought in 
$62,108.40, Stella $78,661.25 and the aeroscope $67,- 
489.80, paying a bonus of $5000 and a percentage of 
20. The official photographer had it pretty soft— 
$83,915.55, on a basis of 20 per cent. The Bowls of 
Joy returned $29,255, electric motor ch'airs $112,- 
953.05, wheel chairs $66,103.65. A concession desig- 
nated as "Roast Meats," presumably the places 
where fowls and joints were kept turning on spits 
before glowing coals, took in $459,248.13. The two 
aerial railways, both owned by L. A. Thompson, 
serve to illustrate the public predilection. One, the 
"racing coaster," made $133,789.45; the other, 
merely a scenic railway, returned but $51,000.35. 
The people demand speed in their pleasure as well as 
their business. Popcorn was profitable—$61,824.24. 
The alligator farm was a dead failure, but the most 
dismal of all was Toyland. It was on gradually in- 
creasing percentage basis, which was latterly remit- 
ted. . It is credited with taking in $80,584.29. The 
estimate is that at least-a quarter of a million was 
lost in this concession. ' One of the heaviest losers is 
Ed Waterhouse, who is understood to-have made 
good the losses of some others who invested on his 
recommendation. So far as it can be told in figures, 


'•the story of the concessions is embodied in the ex- ' 


pert's report; but nobody can know the disappointed 
hopes for which its enterprises are responsible. 
Those of the more than 500 projects that made 
money can be counted on the fingers of two hands. 
Those', that lost money, even into the hundreds> of 
thousands, can be reckoned up by the score. 
StocKholders to Be Sued 


One hundred and nineteen creditors of the Com- 


bined Amusements Company, with claims ranging 
from 80 cents to $10,113.66, have aggregated their 
accounts and it is probable that suit will soon ba 
commenced against the 230 stockholders under the 
stockholders' liability act to recover $77,267.60, the ' 
amount of indebtedness. The construction of the 
combined amusements cost $428,362.82. The oper- 
ating expenses were $129,104.57, with post-exposi- 
tion operating expenses of $729.45, making a total 
outlay of $558,196.84. As against this there were 
"stock sales in the aggregate of $278,215.40; loans' 
to the amount of $37,755.96, and receipts from the 
concessions of $126,168.82. 
The hiatus between 


all the moneys received from the 'sale of stock, all 
that was borrowed and all that was realized at the 
doors of the various concessions, and the outlay and 
debts, therefore amounts to the sum stated—$77,- 
267.60. The stockholders not only lost all they in- 
vested, but will now have to "dig up" about a fourth 
as much again. From the report prepared by an ex- 
pert the list of creditors is seen to embrace every 
line of industrial and mercantile business. 
Marston Pleased With Himself 


Anybody who thinks that Colonel Marston isn't 


pretty well-pleased with himself entirely misses the 
situation.

liquidated. The stockholders will receive twelve and 
one-half per cent of their investment, with no prof- 
its. 
This company financed the Dreadnaught and 


Creation. The former was a complete failure, and 
the building was turned to other things under the 
management of the exposition people. The expense - 
of preparing for these two concessions was $320,000. 
The great structures erected for them salvaged 
about $1500. The winding-up proceedings were care- 
fully handled, or the stockholders would have had a 
handsome deficit to face.'

FOREIGN ACTIVITIES IN CfflNA. 


Yuan Shih-kai's decision to relinquish the 


crown and 'take up the title more popular with 
the Chinese proletariat and the bureaus of foreign 
affairs of Western governments—that of Presi- 
dent of the Republic—may allay internal unrest 
for a time. It will effect little else. The mani- 
festo of the revolutionists of Yunnan charged 
President Yuan of many serious misdeeds of 
government, of usurping power forbidden by the 
constitution, negotiating foreign loans to the 
amount of two hundred million dollars of which 
he rendered no accounting, and the rest of the 
list usually included in the bill of rights of rebels. 


• Curiously enough the charges against Yuan 
Shih-kai covered the period during which he 
called himself president. Even the complaint- of 
autocracy was based on his disbanding of the 
constitutional assembly and disregard of the 
rights and privileges of the so-called legislative 
branch of the constitutional government. It is 
not improbable that the revolutionists will be 
quite satisfied with the resumption of the more 
democratic title of the head of the nation. The 
color and the sound of a thing is often of suff: 
cient significance to the Chinese to obscure th 
substance. 


Yuan's decision to abandon his plan to. hav 


himself crowned emperor and to establish a. 
Chinese ruling dynasty was not dictated by th 
menace of internal uprising and disaffection. Th 
Central government has adequate military fore 
at its command to put down the revolutionaries 
Outside displeasure and interference is the rea 
reason for postponing the change in govemmenl 
The entente group of belligerents in .the European 
war—Japan, Great Britain, France and Russia— 
have made joint representations against th 
.establishment of a new monarchy. These power 
wish such an event postponed until they have a 
freer hand to further, their interests .while tht 
change is being made. Japan, especially, dis

It is only another instance 
foreign powers interfering in China's government 
for selfish motives, and a fresh indication thai 
at the end of the war an attempt will be made 
to close the commercial door in China to Ger- 
many, Austria and the United States, 


OIL INTERESTS IN CONGRESS. 


Californians who are interested directly or in- 


directly in the pending legislation affecting- the 
oil lands of the State may gather some encour- 
agement from the fact that the Senate public 
lands committee has adopted the amendment, 
drawn up by the committee, of California oil men 
and introduced by Senator Phelan, to the Ferris 
conservation bill which seeks to give relief to 
those operators affected by the Taft withdrawal 
orders of 1909. There is ground for hope that 
the provisions of the Phelan amendment will lie 
adopted into the bill both in the Senate and the 
House. 


But Representative Ferris, during the confer- 


ences in committee, refused to accept any amend- 
ment to his conservation bill and insisted that it 
be reported to the House in substantially the same 
terms as introduced in the Sixty-third Congress. 
Efforts to amend the bill from the floor of the 
House also failed. Even if the Senate should 
adopt the Phelan amendment, which seeks to 
give special consideration to California opera- 
tors, there is no indication that Air. Ferns will 
withdraw his opposition to any change in the 
bill as passed by the House. 


However, the fact that the Senate will discuss 


in general session the amendment designed to 
relieve California oil interests from alleged un- 
just hardship insures a full public hearing of the 
matter. Secretary of the Interior Lane, who is 
now in California, is fully informed of the local 
contentions regardinj,'- this subject, and may in- 
form both houses of Congress the true state of 
affairs. The Question in all its phases is proper- 


JUDICIARY AND CONSTITUTION. 


The State Supreme Court has upheld the con 


stitutionality of the workmen's compensati< 
act, 
but the decision on the case under review 


was not unanimous. Mr. Justice Melvin and Mr 
Justice Henshaw submitted dissenting opinion 
The opinion of the latter contains an observatio 
on the tendency of the judiciary that deserve 
more than passing notice. It turns the light o 
criticism on a tendency that is being notice 
throughout the nation, from the United State 
Supreme Court down to all the state courts. Th 
following excerpt from Mr. Justice Henshaw' 
dissenting opinion -is instructive: 


In the concurring opinion of Uio Chief Justice the 


argument seems to be that as laws of tills nature are 
generally known us ''Workmen's Compensation Acts," 
and as In all of these laws express provision Is made 
for the compensation of dependents for the death of 
the Injured employes, therefore wo should suy Hint 
the constitution meant to include n like provision, 
and, 
furthermore, us it is n desirable thlnfr that tlio 


whole subjntt matter should ho left to the Accident 
Commission, we arc justified In helping out this 
deficiency of the constitution by making it say n-hat 
it does not say, btit what in the opinion of tills Court 
It-should have suid. 


If this reasoning is sound it opens wide the door to 


and justifies any form of usurpation of the legislative 
power by the jurtieinry, and goes a step further and 
Justifies the judicial enactment of constitutions. 


For such a construction of tihe constitution makes 


• tlie people of this State declare ivluu distinctly, they 


declined to declare, and confers upon the Legislature 
a power which distinctly the constitution failed, if It 
did not refuse, to confer upon the- ^Legislature. 


So courts can be justly charged, not only with mak- 


ing laws under guise of construction, but with fram- 
ing constitutions as well. 
The workmen's compensation act is one of the 


most desirable statutes enacted .in recent year: 
and it would have been unfortunate if the law 
lad been annulled. But there is another phase 
if the matter. While criticism of the judiciary 
las been growing of late, it has hardly been suf- 
icient to justify the conclusion that the people 
:enerally were losing confidence in the courts as 
hs guardian of their inherent 
rights. 
But 


there is unmistakable evidence that the^ people, 
are averse to seeing any of the legislative power 
reserved to them being shifted to the judiciary 
—usurped by the judiciary—to use Justice Hen- 
shaw's terms. The question promises to become 
of lively interest ere long and it would seem the 
better policy for the courts to avoid' giving 
ground for such observations as Justice Henshaw 
has made than to go so far in the other direction 
as to provoke the people to corrective action. 


THE AUDITORIUM GROUNDS. " 


The Municipal Auditorium has fairly well 


demonstrated its usefulness and its popularity. 
The industrial and commercial exhibits, the Ad 
Masque, the amateur, athletic fete, the "pop" 
concerts and the season of grand opera have 
shown that events given in the auditorium are 
well-attended. It is clear that events for the 
amusement, entertainment and education of the 
people.will be given with increasing frequency. 


This'being so there is no excuse for longer de- 


laying to make a visit to the auditorium as pleas- 
ant and convenient as possible. The three even- 
ings of opera this week disclosed the absolute 
lack of preparation for handling motor cars used 


patrons of the auditorium events. No provi- 


sion has been made for parking automobiles and 
no rules formulated for regulating their arrival 
and departure, due to'the limited area available 
and'which necessarily results in congestion. 


It would riot cost a great deal to prepare a part 


of the auditorium lot in front of the west en- 
trance for parking automobiles. It should be 
done at once and a system devised which will ex- 
pedite the departure of cars after the close of a 
performance. Pride in and proper care for one 
of the city's most popular possessions require 
that the grounds surrounding the auditorium be 
put in presentable condition, but this matter 
ieems to have been neglected longer than is 
necessary. While completing _ the grounds the 
Jity Council ought also provide for accommoda- 
;ion of the automobiles of patrons of the audi-

It has been our misfortune to pursue
